$1,000,000 FIRE 
SWEEPS ‘Q’ YARD, 
DESTROYS FOODS 


Oil Car 


Scatter Flames. 


Thousands of pounds of flour, vege 
tables, and other foodstuffs consigned 
to Chicago dealers Were destroyed last 
night when a $1,000,000 fire swept the 
freight transfer yards of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad at 
Twenty-sixth street and Central ave- 
nue, Cicero, out of existence. 

The huge Burlington freight trans- 
fer house, one of the largest in the 
middle west, and heavily stocked with 
freight; 137 box and gondola cars load- 
ed with merchandise, and an undeter- 
mined number of empty cars were a 
total loss. At midnight sixteen per- 
‘sons had been treated by neighboring 
physicians for slight burns. 

Thousands Block Streets. 

Five companies of Chicago appar- 
atus were rushed to the scene follow- 
ing a call from the Cicero authorities. 
Thousands of spectators, attracted by 
the glare in the sky, blocked the 
streets and sidewalks until a late hour. 

At 5 o’clock in the afternoon the 
force of employés on duty at the 
freighthouse had left. Only a watch- 
man, a car sealer, and a few switch- 
ing crews were there. At 7 o'clock 
the watchman discovered a blaze at a 
carloading platform opposite Fifty- 
third avenue. He called Alex Christ- 
meir, of 2413 South Fifty-third ave- 
nue, a car sealer, Together they bat- 
tled the flames for a few moments. 
Then they turned in the alarm. 

Flaming Oil Spreads Fire. 

The fire spread rapidly to a number 
of tank cars loaded with oil. One 
by one these caught fire, and, explod- 
ing, threw sheets of flaming liquid 
over the surrounding tracks where cars 


burned on the arms by the flaming oil. 

“When the Cicero apparatus arrived 
the whole huge yard apparently was 
a maes of flames. Insufficient water 
force was then encountered and an 
appeal was sent to Chicago pumping 
stations for more force. A quick re- 
sponse was not given and the fire 
continued to spread. 

Rurlington shop employés success- 
fully battled the flames that neared 
the big switching shop. Residents in 
houses nearby guarded their roofs with 


garden hose. 
Suspend Traffic on Road. 

The flames and smoke were visible 
for five miles. Burlington officials, 
headed by Hale Holden, president, 
came rushing to the scene and ordered 
switching crews into the yards to re- 
move untouched cars from the tracks. 
Traffic on the Burlington was tem- 
porarily suspended. . 
Among the cars that burned was 
@ load of fireworks billed to a loop 
dealer. This exploded. The soaring 
rockets, roman candles, fire crackers, 
and bombs scattered in all directions. 
The entire Cicero police force, more 
than 200 special policemen, and a de- 
tachment of the state constabulary 
kept the mobs of spectators behind the 
lines. Besides Christmeir the injured 
included firemen, special police, and 
spectators.

Robidoux Corners, Mich.., June 28.— 
A detachment of state police and At 
torney General Groesbeck reached here 
tonight to preserve order and investi- 
gate a gun fight which resulted last 
night in the death of one man and the 
wounding of another, the outgrowth 
of a religious controversy. ‘Rumors that 
friends of the victims planned to 
avenge them brought the state officers 
gr eee to Sheriff Pupard, a speak- 
er at a revival meeting had been 
warned to desist from alleged criti- 
cism of another church. The service 
was broken up when the warning went 
unheeded, and the pistol fight followed. 
Walter Gilday, a former sheriff of 
Monroe county, was killed and M. M. 
Drouillard was shot through the chest.

people of a nation, as in Ireland, have 
by a free vote of the people set up a 
republic and chosen a government to 
which they yield willing obedience. 
“Therefore, we pledge our party to 
the policy of according to the elected 
government of the republic qf Ireland 
full formal and official recogniiton by 
the government of the United States, 
thus vindicating the principle for 
which our soldiers offered up their 
lives.” |

“Dark Horse” Only 
Rival, Belief.

San Francisco, Cal., June 28.—([Spe- 
cia].J—At the close of the first day of 
the Democratic national convention, 
William G. McAdoo is so far in the lead 
for the nomination for president that 
the prospect is the choice. of either 
McAdoo or a dark horse. ‘Some Demo- 
cratic leaders prophesy McAdoo’s nom- 
ination by Friday.

Will he join his ancient ene- 
mies in the Democratic old guard to 
thwart McAdoo's victory? : 

_ Bryan’s Feet Restless? 

If Bryan, who is suspected of hank- 
ering for a fourth nomination, should 
fight McAdoo, the Commoner ie likely 
to prove the big obstacle in the path 
of, the president's son-in-law, for the 
New York, New Jersey, New England, 
Indiana, Illinois and other old guards- 
men cannot be relied upon to go into 
the last ditch against McAdoo, if by so 
doing they risk loss of reserved seats 
on the band wagon of the winner. Tam: 
many and some other old guard aggre- 
gations already have betrayed some 
signs of nervousness over the possible 
cost in the way of patronage of too 
inveterate an antagonism to McAdoo. 

The Democratic, like the Republican, 
old guard dearly loves a winner, par- 
ticularly a winher under obligation to 
its grand marshals for his nomination, 
and if McAdoo should get perilously 
close to a two-thirds majority, some 
of the leaders who are doing their ut- 
most to beat him now would be the 
first to start a stampede in his favor. 

Sullivan’s Vendetta Lives, 

‘Of course, in the case of McAdoo, 

there is not a great deal of optimism 


among the old guardsmen as to the/ 


prospects of reward. There are, for 
example, the Illinois friends of the 
late Roger Sullivan, who have not for- 
gotten how he started the Wilson band 
wagon at Baltimore in 1912, only to 
find himself completely ignored after 
election in the distribution of Illinois 
patronage.

“That heterogeneous mass promu!l- 
gated a remarkable document. Re- 
-markable in that it is a masterly ex- 

. emplification of the art of evasion.”

“IT WAS A RITE” 


Opening Moment of the Convention Well Maneuvered. 


BY EYE WITNESS. 

San Francisco, June 28.—{Special.] 
—Those opening moments fraught with 
the fresh, untired. inaugural heart 
throb that never quite duplicates itself, 
were well maneuvered. 

Crisply from the’ lips of a sergeant 
of marines came the command: “Sound 
| attention!” and then the brief exultant 
singing of bugles. 

At another sharp word of command 
the color sergearft, backed by his 
armed escort and his buglers, and 
standing on a platform ten feet above 
the 5,000 men and women on the floor 
of the convention hall,. lifted high be- 
fore them the flag of their country. 

The majestic organ, whose three 
score silvered pipes the delegates faced, 
rolled forth the anthem. The band 
swung brassily into it and the 5,000 
below and the 3.000 above rose to 
gether and sang together. 

The color sergeant stood rigid hold- 
ing the nation’s flag before the eyes 
of the multitude and the multitude 
sang together. 

It was a rite. : 

With a grave, intent sfmplicity. that 
provided all the splendor necessary, it 
was performed. 


Then came the proper partisan ju- 
bilation and it ran its course with the 
usual energetic lung drill, but it is. not 
ungenerous to say that, by compari- 
son with the rite, its significance was 
truly secondary. 

A huge American flag billowed down 
from the roof above the pipe organ. 
It hid n ly half the south end of the 
hall. hile its sixty foot folds were 
“swaying in the breeze they had erected 


let down behind the flag and promptly 
was raised again to disclose an effort 
in oils about as well meant, and cer- 
tainly as awful, as those pieces of 
emergency portraiture always are. 
The ensuing din, if it was not a fren- 
zy, was sufficient to satisfy a reasor- 
able stage manager. The band blared. 
The delegates cheered. The floor below 
was soon tossing with state standards, 
with tiny “American flags, with green 
and yellow balloons, with purple pen- 
nants, with the blue silk delegation ban- 
ners of Pennsylvania, Ohio, and the 
yellow pennants of Kansas. 

Beribboned canes were waved and 
straw hats were tossed about—rather 
e@klessly, it seemed, when one re- 

embered that most of the straw hats 
in San Francisco today werg worn 
here by delegates and the visitors 
The way they who are native to this 
region identify a delegate from any 
point east of the mountains is to say 
“a pale man with a_straw hat and a 
cane.” 

Meanwhile the tinkle of little’ belis 
becomes audible ‘amid the shrill 
whoopees and the deeper throated roar. 
The din articulates itself into no words 
or war cries. It is composed solely 
of whoopee and road. Trusty calci- 
ums assist the jubilation by outting 
into with yellow em 3 and lanes of 
light. 

As the convulsion subsides the Aca 
man releases the familiar words that 
in one variant or another have regu- 
lated English speaking parlianfentary 
business since the time of the big 
Mugwump convention on the little 
island of Runnymede—"“ The sergeants- 
at-arms will please clear the aisles "— 
“the delegates will kindly desist from 
smoking ”-——‘“‘the divine blessing wil! 
be invoked "-—“ delegates will please 
resume their seats.”

The vestryman, crying loudly, “My 
friends, O, my friends,” in a tone of 
mourning, said that all this was due 
to- the “systim ’—which was the way 
he pronounced it—and due to the work 
of “men who are more concerned with 
material things than with human 
rights,” and on the whole I could see 
that there was not much hope.

So far as I could see, the convention 
was safely launched in the regular 
way, so'I crept out into the sunshine 
to watch the fountains in the plaza and 
the flags swaying in the greenery, and 
the good natured but determined stout 
ladies who patiently picketed back and 
forth with instructive placards that 
said the Democratic administration 
ought to pardon wartime offenders and 
lift the blockade against the Russians 
or be damned to it. .

Cox at the hands 
of McAdoo and Palmer, but he 4s not 
saying a word for the nomination of 
either of the latter. He has been on 
the friendliest terms with Palmer in 
the past, but in his Commoner edi- 
torial he classed Palmer among the 
unavailables, from his point of view. 

McAdoo is the only candidate before 
the convention who has been indorsed 
by the Anti-Saloon league, but that 
does not commend him _ entirely to 
Bryan. The Commoner thinks the re- 
lationship of McAdoo to President Wil- 
json makes the former secretary of the 
treasury unavailable as a candidate 
whb could be relied upon to win. Bryan 
has eliminated all the major candidates 
and confined his favor to two of the 
very minor possibilities—Secretary of 
Agriculture Meredith and Senator 
Owen—who are scarcely hundred to 
one shots—a proceeding that has con- 
vinced many the Commoner had him- 
self in mind as the candidate the con-. 
vention might be impelled to take.

he proposed the creation of a league 


of nations, saying: 
“*In the measures to be taken to 


'secure the future peace of the world 
people and government of. the 


United States are is vitally and direct- 
ly interested as the governments now 
at war. . .. They stand ready and 
even eager to codperate in the accom- 
plishment of these ends, when the war 
is over, with every influence and re- 
source at their command,’ — 
“This was four ‘months 
America entered the war. . 
“To this identic note the central 
powers answered evasively, 
at Paris, 
Jan. 10, 1917, declared their ‘ whole- 
to creat a league of nations which shall 
assure peace and justice throughout 
the world.’ | 


League of Nations Urged. 

“On Jan. 22, 1917, the president ad- 
dressed the senate with reference to 
these replies, and said: | 

“‘In every: discussion of the peace 
that must end this war, it is taken for 
granted that the peace must be followed 
by some definite concert of power 
which shgll make it virtually impps- 


| sible that any such catastrophe shall 


overwhelm us again.’ 

“Speaking of the league of peace 
which was to follow the war, he said: 

“*Tf the peace presently to be made 
is to endure, it must be a peace made 
secure by the organized major forces 
of mankind.’ 3 

“ Acting on these proposals, both the 
French and the British governments 


appointed committees to study the prob- 


lem while the war was still in prog- 

“On 2, 1917, the president de- 
livered his famous war message to 
congress, and thrilled the heart of the 
country anew by his announced pur- 
pose to make the contest ‘a war against 
war.’ High above all of our other aims, 
he placed: 

“*A universal dominion of right by 
such a concert of free peoples as shall 
bring peace and safety to all nations 
and make the world its@lf at last free.’

We often think that a ‘national cqnvention does 
not serve the good purposes of government and con- 
demn it as bungling, timid, unjust, stuttering, and 
- backward, but ft is probably iff the large the safest 
and most satisfactory process a people ever had for 
selecting a ruler with so.much power as the pres- 
ident ef the United States. 

Mr: Wilson, by his own bent and by the poders 

inherent in or acquired by his office, is nearly 4s 
influential over events and-men as Lenin is, and 
Lenin is as czaristic as the czar. Mr. Wilson's 
successor may also: be, if he has the bent. The 
man who will have this épportunity has been 
named in Chicago or will be named in San Fran- 
cisco, and the citizens who the naming are, 
boiled down to their essence, just about the citizen- 
ship of the United States. 
_ There are conventions with bosses and conven- 
tions without them. Bosses sit in and they get 
kicked out, but a convention, bossed or unbossed, 
has one ear on the ground all the time.

Known Over Sport World 


Charles Edward Davies, nationally 

kno as “ Parson,” is dead. The end 
cam sterday | 
morning at Bed- 
ford, Va., where ; 
the famous old 
character in the 
sports world had 
gone in search of 
hegith. Death 
was caused by a 
stroke of paraly- 
sis following 
seven or eight 
years of iliness. 
Had he lived, the 
“Parson” would 
have passed his 
sixty-ninth  vmile- 
stone July 7 next.

cago for burval. 
Davies first came into prominence 
in sportdom in the early 80s. In that 
period he managed John Ennis, a Chi- 
cago Irishman, in a. walking match 
against Dan O’Leary. The match was 
for 100 miles, and was held in the old 
Exposition building on the lake gront. 
Ennis was beaten, and Davies en 
took over O’Leary, managing him for 
several years, during whieh time the 
pair made a trip to England. 


Manager of Peter Jackson. 
The “ Parson's " most notable bid for 
fame in sports 4vas when he took over 
the management of ‘Peter Jackson, 
colored heavyweight champion of the 


ten rounds at London, England, and 
battled Jim Corbett to a draw in sixty 
odd rounds. 

Later Davies put out a show, “ Uncle 
Tons Cabin,” with Jackson in the 
title réle and Joe Choynski as a spar- 
ring mate for colored boxer in ex- 
hibitions that re part of the. play. 
It ran about a year, after which Jack- 
son went to England. 

Davies then paired with Choynski 
for a time and later took over Jim 
Hall, the New Zealand boxer, when he 
came to the states. Then he went 
back Ao the show business, backing a 
melodrama billed “Honest Hearts and 


Under Davies’ direction Jack- 
son fought and defeated Jack Slavin in’ 


Willing Hands.” John L. Sullivan and 
Paddy Ryan played the feature rdles. 
The show lasted about a year and the 
then ran a paper in Chi- 
cago entitled The World of Sport.

began publication May 4, 1898, and ran 
about two years. 
Handed Name by Vanderbilt.’ 

Cornelius Vanderbilt was responsible 
for the sobriquet “Parson.” When 
Davies was managing Dan O’Leary 
the latter appeared in a walking match 
at, Madison Square garden, New York. 
Among the spectators was Vanderbilt 
who, seeing Davies, asked who “the 
clerical looking gentleman” was. Upon 
being informed he was Charles E. Da- 
vies, manager of OWeary, Vanderbilt 
remarked that he looked more like a 
parson than a sporting manager. From 
then on he was known as Parson 
Davies. 

Davies was born in the County of 
Antrim, Ireland, July 7, 1851. He 
came to Chicago in 1868, after several 
years in New York. In 1879 through 
the death of the incumbent he became 
grand exalted ruler of the Elks. He 
was a charter member of Chicago lodge 
No. 4, taking his initiation Nov. 19, 
1876.

New Armour Issue Rumored. 


Reports were current in La Salle street 
yesterday that Armour & Co., the Chi- 
cago packing concern, is preparing to do 
gome financing on a& considerable scale 
for the purpose of obtaining additional 
and needed working capital.. 

In banking circles it was reported the 
fnancing will be in the shape of a large 
issue of five year 7 per cent notes, con- 
yertible into preferred stock. It was 
thought a note issue of about $50,000,000 
might be authorized, ef which half would 
be offered. Then the preferred stock 
could be increased from the present $50,- 
900,000 to $100,000,000, thus providing for 
conversion of the notes. With the pre- 
ferred stock of the same amount as the 
present issue of common stock, which is 
$190,000,000, if it later should be decided 
‘to double the common.stock the preferred 
stockholders could be given the right to 
subscribe for the additional common 
stock on a share for share basis. 

Differ on Equipment Loans. 

After thorough digestion of the an- 
nouncement by the interstate commerce 
commission that it would give preference 
to applications from national equipment 


gorporations for loans, there wide 


difference of Opinion among railroad men 
as to how successful such an organization 
would be if an attempt were made to 
float it now. 

Some say this is not the time for such 
an organization, as the securities it 
would have to offer would not find ready 
gale. They call attention to the fact that 
the commission says specifically that 
“upon presentation of a definite, well 
matured, and workable plan, capable of 
application in the immediate future, it 
wil give preferred consideration to appli- 
cations for loans to or for the purpose 
of such a corporation.” This, they say, 
calls for immediate action and preserita- 
tion of plans for such an organization.

@uipment organization call attention to 
the fact that in the statement loans to
